In conjunction with your August 
14th article entitled POISONS, per- 
haps this would be a good time to 
re-emphasize something we are 
all aware of, but sometimes for- 
get - that prevention is the most 
effective treatment for poisoning. 
Our best methods of treatment can 
be ineffective once the toxic ma~ 
terial has been ingested. 

Perhaps the following reminders 
might be of value: 

Be sure all poisonous chemicals 
are clearly labelled, 

Never store non-edible substan- 
ces in food or beverage containers, 

Store all medicines, cleaning 
agents, insecticides, polishes, etc, 
out of the reach of children, 

When using insecticides, herbi- 
cides, etc,, read the label care- 
fully and completely before using, 

There are so many possibilities 
available for accidental poisoning, 
that I think our only real hope is 
in educating children to the dangers 
involved once they reach an age

If the ‘Universal Antidote‘ (Ac- 
tivated Charcoal, or scrapings 
from burnt toast, Magnesium Oxide 
or milk of magnesia & Tannic 
Acid or strong tea) is not readily 
available in mixed form, in might 
be better ro use the Activated 
Charcoal alone, rather than waste 
time mixing it when needed, 

The ‘Universal Antidote’ is felt 
by some physicians to be less 
effective than Activated Charcoal 
alone, In these instances where 
vomiting is desired, it might be 
advantageous for the parents to 
keep available a 30 mi ( 1 oz) 
bottle of Ipecac Syrup, which should 
be available from your local phar~ 


Before these measures are em- 
Ployed, call a physician, a poison 
control center, a pharmacist, or 
police, I would suggest, since we 
do nat have a hospital with an 
emergency room available in Wil- 
mington, that the physician be 
called immediately, and not wait 
until after symptons appear, 

Any non-food substance is a 
potential poison, Have the con- 
tainer available, if possible, so 
that the label can be read by the 
physician, If the physician is not 
immediately available, it would be 
advisable to call the Polson Control 
Information Center in Boston at 
252-2121,
